The hearing of the action of George P. 
Fleming, of Drimnagh House, Inchicore, 
Dublin, against Paramount Film Service, 
Ltd., Pearse street, Dublin, was continued. 
The plaintiff claimed damages for alleged 
breaches by the defendants of covenants of a 
lease of the Capitol Theatre, in not keeping 
the theatre properly fitted, furnished, and 
decorated, and in failing to keep fittings and 
the contents in good repair and condition. 

The defendants denied that they had com- 
mitted any breach of covenant of the lease, 
and stated that they had kept the theatre 
properly fitted, furnished, and decorated, and 
the contents in good repair and ocndition. 

A counterclaim by the defendants in respect 
of £439 odd for rates was admitted by the 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Charles 8S. Campbell, K.C., Mr. T. P. 
McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Newett (instructed 
by Messrs. Peebles, Knox and Pigot) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Leonard, 
A.C., Mr. Docktel, Ban eed Mr. T. 6. 
Marnan (instructed by Messrs. W. Findlater 
and Co.) for the defendants. 

Mr. George P. Fleming, the plaintiff, con- 
tinuing his evidence, said that in 1927 he 
made a letting of the theatre, of which he 
was the owner, to Major Bell, who repre 
sented the Paramount Film Service, Ltd. lt 
was a super-cinema then, but on the deter- 
mination of the lease in June, 19%, it was 
anvthing but a super-cinema. The painting. 
decoration, and upholstery were in a bad 
condition, and the entire seating was wretched 
and disgraceful. <A beautiful hand-painting in 
the centre of the ceiling had been obliterated. 
I’is consent to the alteration of the style 
of decoration had not been asked. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Leonard, he said 
that some painting was done in the theatre 
between 1920 and 1927, but there was no big 
renewal of the upholstery, which was of the 
best quality when put on. Some rain might 
have come in here and there through the 
roof before 1927, but he did not think that 
the rain did a great amount of damage 
to the painting in the centre of the ceiling— 
not until the defendants got possession. 
He knew that the new lessees had the place 
re-wired, but he had no doubt that the 
Dublin Corporation had served notice on them 
to have it re-wired. He was not aware that 
the defendants had kept a permanent painter 
on the premises. He believed that a new 
ventilating plant had been put in at a cost 
of £2.250. He would not say that the out 
side of the theatre had been painted in 1927, 
1930, 1931, and 1933, and that 23 painters 
were painting the theatre, under a qualified 
architect, in 1934. 

Three witnesses, who followed, gave 
evidence of the condition of the theatre as 
it appeared to them in 1934, and the further 
hearing was adjourned until] to-day.

Margaret Doody, an infant, of Kilconlea, 
Abbeyvfeale, Co. Limerick, suing by Daniel 
Doody, her next friend, claimed damages 
against Damel F. O’Connor, merchant, 
Abbeyfeale, for personal injuries. 

The statement of claim set out that the 
minor plaintiff, aged five years, was knocked 
down and seriously injured by a motor lorry, 
the property of the defendant, while she was 
walking on the road near Abbeyfeale on 20th 
November, 1934, 

For the defence, negligence was admitted, 
but there was a demial of liability for the 
amount of damages claumed.

MI Finance, told Mr. J. M. Dillon 
. (U.I., Donegal), in the Dail yester- 


day, that no information was available as 
to whether licences for the importation of 
reels of cotton sewing thread free of duty 
had been issued since December 15, 1950, 
as licences as a rule were issued without 
reference to the material from which the 
thread is made, or as to whether imported 
on reels or otherwise. According to re- 
cords available, cotton thread of a total 
value of £1,091 was imported free of duty 
under 51 licences in the veriod December 15, 
1935, to January 3), 19356. 

Mr. DILLON asked if the Minister knew 
that the Irish Thread Company, of West- 
port, had increased their prices by 28. per 
gross for sewing thread, except the pur-~ 
chaser was prepared to take an assortment 
of reels which he might not require. Would 
the Minister consider the advisability of 
issuing licences to merchants who wanted 
only one variety of reel and who ceuld not 
get it from the Irish Thread Company ex- 
cept at the premium of 2s. a gross. 

The Minister said he would require notice 
of the question. 


MAIZE MEAL MIXTURE 


Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, in- 
formed Mr. J. M. Dillon that it was not 
a fact that the Maize Meal Mixture scheme 
was failing to absorb the surplus of home- 
grown grain; nor was it the case that the 
cost of the mixéd meal was ós. to ós. 6d. 
per cwt. higher than that of maize meal. He 
would not, therefore, amend the scheme. 

Mr. DILLON asked if it were, true that 
the Minister had to seek the co-operation of 


Messrs. A. Guinness and Co. to get relief 
for the surplus harley on the market? Was 
it not true that the increase in the maize 


meal mixture content of home grown grain 
had resulted in such an advance of prices 
that the sale of the mixture had dwindled 
to almost nothing’ Would the Minister, 
therefore, relieve the people of the burden 
constituted in the bounty of 18s, : 

The Minister said that what the deputy 
had stated was not true. 


TARIFFS DISCUSSIONS 


Mr. LITTLE, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for External Affairs, told Mr. 
FE. MacDermot (Ipd., Roscommon) that the 
result of the discussions in connection: with 
British tariffs or increase of quotas would be 
made known should agreement be reached. 


Mr. S. T. O’KELILY, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, told Mr. T. 
Murphy (Lab., Cork, W.) that a letter, 


signed by nineteen of the officers and prin 
cinal officials of the Unified Society, had been 
addressed to him asking for an interview for 
the purpose of submitting their views regard- 
ing the future government of the Society. As 
the matter already had been decided; he did 
not consider it necessary to grant the inter- 
view. It was not proposed to take any 
further action in the matter. 

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND

NO COMPENSATION 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNACHAN.) 

The hearing of the appeal that was 
brought on behalf of Mrs. Mary Stringer 
and Gretta Gallagher, of Hoar Abbey, 
Cashel, was concluded. The appeal was from 
an order of the Circuit Court, made on the 
hearing of an application by the appellants, 
as dependants, for arbitration under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1934, in re- 
spect of the death of James Stringer, the 
husband of Mrs. Mary Stringer, who, it was 
stated, hag been employed by Michael 
O'Keeffe. of Hoar Abbey, Cashel, to: do 
general farm work. and who was killed while 

cutting a tree on 29th September, 1935. 

It was stated that the late James Stringer 
was to be allowed firewood as part of the 
payment for his service. On 29th September. 
1935, while cutting for firewood, a bough of 
a tree that his employer had told him to 
cut, the bough fell on him and caused _ in- 
juries to him, from which he died. The 
Cireuit Court held that the accident did not 
arise out of and in the course of his employ- 
ment, and dismissed the application, and 
against this judgment the applicants 
appealed. i 

The Court now, the Chief Justice dissent- 
ing. dismissed the appeal with costs.

GUARD’S RIGHT TO ACT 


AS COMPLAINANT

(BEFORE MR. O'SULLIVAN.) 


EFENDING a prosecution under the 
Road ‘Traffic Act (for failure to carry 
motor car), Mr. W. G. 
to a decision of Judge 


adley drew. attention 
Wee bar Mayo, to the 


Wyse-Power, given recently im 
effect, that all prosecutions under that Act 
should be brought in the name of the 
Attorney-General. Since a Guard was the 
complainant in the present instance, he asked 
for. a dismiss. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said, that as he had not 
had official intimation of that decision and 
since it was not a decision on appeal from his 
Court, he was uot bound by it. He was 
prepared, at the same time, to take cogmis 
ance of the decision, qud he would like to 
have the case argued. ° cco 

Mr. D. O Donovan, Chief State Solicitor s 
Office, stated that the newspaper report 0 
Judge Wvse-Power’s decision gave the im- 
pression that the decision was based solely 
on the Road Traffic Act, whereas, in point of 
fact, the Statute prescribing that the 
Attorney-General should be the complainant 
in certain cases was the Criminal Justice 
(Administration) Act, 1924. When the order 
of the Judge would be received it was pro- 
posed to have it tested in the High Court by 
mandamus or otherwise. He submitted that 
sub-Section 2, Section 9 of the Criminal 
Justice (Administration) Act preserved the 
rights of the common informer to institute 
roceedings. In support of this contention 
he cited the judgment of Chief Baron Pallas, 
in Kenealy v. O'Keeffe. 1901. He pointed to 
the fact that the Criminal Justice (Admunis- 
tration) Act set out that: ‘‘Save where a 
criminal prosecution in a Court of Summary 
Jurisdiction is prosecuted by a Minister, 
Department of State, or person (official or 
unoNicial) authorised in that behalf by the 
law for the time being in force, all prosecu- 
tions in any Court of Summary Jurisdiction 
shall be prosecuted at the suit of the 
Attorney-General of Saorstat.”’ 


THE DAIL DEBATES 


Mr. O’Donovan's contention was that the 
law for the time being in force shoald be 
taken as the law in force when the offence 
was committed, and that the narrow reading 
of the “- law for the time being in force ” as 
being the time when the Statute was enacted 
would appear unreasonable. Although it was 
not legal evidence, a perusal of the Dail 
debates at the time the Act was being con- 
sidered would show that the late Mr. Kevin 
O’ Higgins, in introducing the measure, stated 
that the rights of the commun informer were 
preserved uncer the Act. | 

Mr. O'Sullivan—If that is so, why was this 
Section about the Attorney-General passed 
at all? 

The intention of the legislature, Mr. 
O'Donovan explained, was to have the name 
of the Attorney-General substituted for that 
of the King in all indictments, and in certain 
summary indictments. It was preseribed 
that certain persons authorised by Statute 
could wistitute proceedings in their own 
names, and therefore, they must be  2on- 
sidered official persons. The unofficial persons 
referred to could only mean the common in- 
former. 

Remarking that he was inclined to agree 
with Mr. O'’Donovan’s submission, Mr. 
O'Sullivan asked if the State would be pre- 
pared to stand over any decision he might 
make on that point if it were brought to 
another Court on appeal, because he was not 
prepared to pay £40 or £50 to uphold his 
decision, as against that of Judge Wyse- 
Power. 


A TEST CASE 


Mr. O'Donovan replied that the State 
would stand over any decision in favour of 
the view that the police were entitled to 


name themselves as complainants in such 
offences as those under the Road Traffic 
Act.” 

Mr. O’Suilivan intimated that in these 


circumstances. he was prepared to deal with 
the cases in the manner they had previously 
been dealt with, but he and his colleagues 
would be in a very difficult position if Mr. 
O'Donovan s reading of the Act could be 
upset by the High Court, and it should en- 


tail the passing of an Indemnity Act to 
safeguard them. 
Mr. O'Sullivan then proceeded with the 


cases under the Act in the normal way.

Sole au Gratin. 
Ingredients—One sole, two ounces of 
butter, one onion, one teaspoonful of 
anchovy essence, two tomatoes, grated 
cheese, chopped parsley, breadcrumbs. 
Mix the butter, parsley, anchovy essence 
and a little finely-chopped onion well 
together. Cut the sole open down the 
centre with a sharp knife and loosen the 
flesh from the backbone. Stuff this open- 
ing with the mixture. 
say the dish in a buttered baking dish. 
cover with the rest of the chopped onion 
and sliced tomato. Sprinkle with grated 
cheese and breadcrumbs. Dot with butter 
and bake for twenty minutes in a moderate 
oven. 
Rice Pudding. 
Ingredients—Two ounces of rice, three 
tablespoonfuls of full-cream condensed 
milk, three-quarters of a pint of water. 
Well wash the rice and place in a 
buttered pie-dish. Dissolve the condensed 
milk in the water and pour over the rice. 
Bake in a slow oven for two hours. 
Consommé Anguille. 
Ingredients—One pound of eels, one 
onion, twelve peppercorns, three cloves, 
sweet herbs and seasoning, six pints of 
water. 
Place all. the ingredients in a stewpan 
and simmer for one and a half hours. 
Skim frequently and strain before serving.

RECOLLECTIONS OF 
FENIAN DAYS 


-

One of the last íew Fenians in Ireland is 
publicly to be honoured at a Mansion House 
ceremony to which the leaders of Government 
and Opposition will be invited. He is 90 
years old Dr. Mark Ryan, one of the most 
famous and persistént Irish rebels. His por- 
trait, by Mr. Leo Whelan, R.H.A., will be 
presented to him, with an illuminated address 
signed by some of the best-known people in 
Ireland. The ceremony is being planned for 
about a month hence. 

Nobody could have seemed more cific 
than the pleasant-faced, gentle-voiced Dr. 
Ryan when IJ interviewed him yesterday. But 
his voies took on new, vibrant tones as he 
told me of his life-long Fenian activities. 

“When I was only a lad,” he said, “my 
family was evicted from our holding near 
Tuam, County Galway. I went to Enginad to 
act as a Fenian agent as soon as I was of 
age. After some time I was actually able to 
gain a British Government permit to deal in 
guns, and from Loudon and Liverpool I sent 
consignments of rifles to Ireland. When the 
police got on my track at last a sympathetic 
detective, whom I did not know, risked his 
career in the British force to warn me. I 
escaped arrest. 

“The rebellion came in '67, and I crossed 
to Ireland. My mother was with me, and 
courageously insisted on carrying my revolver 
in her crinoline. When we arrived in Gal- 
way, however, the fighting was over; the re- 
bellion had been crushed, and the leaders 
were in prison. I had to start all over 
agajn.

The British 
have given me a detective to watch me, day 
and night, for fifty years. I know almost 
the whole force now.’ 

“ Then, I met the Irish pienipotentiaries 
the night they returned from Downing street 
after having signed te Treaty. ‘You have 
done the right thine. Griffith,’ I said to 
Arthur; “the onl¥ point I do not like is that 
line dividing our country; but if we go the 
right way about the business, it will not be

CHOOSE THE DEARER - 


Let me say at once that if you are 
offered two brushes, one of which is 
double the price of the other, the dearer 
one is almost invariably the better invest- 
ment—especially if it is hand-made, and, 
still more, if it is a question of having 
bristles or a substitute for bristles. 

Bristles are used in hair brushes, nail 
brushes, clothes brushes, soft sweeping 
brushes, tooth brushes, hearth brushes 
and paint brushes—but only in the best 
of these. The question is what are 
bristles? Would you know them if you 
saw them? : 

This is important, for bristles have 
enormous advantages, and it is quite pos. 
sible that your grandchildren may not 
have an opportunity of making their 
acquaintance. 


FROM WILD PIGS 


Bristles are the hairs of wild pigs, and 
the biggest source of supply for scores of 
years has been Russia. China, too, pro- 
duces bristles, but of a much finer type 
than the Russian. 

The trouble is that, with the collectivt- 
sation of farms, exploitation of forests, 
and the turning of wild pigs into bacon 
pigs, bristles in the last few years have. 
become scarcer and scarcer—therefore, 
dearer and dearer. This crime no one has 
yet thought of laying, where it belongs, 
at the doors of Communism. 

After five minutes’ handling of different 
brushes you can tel] real bristles almost 
at a touch. They may be black, or black 
and white, or white, but they are all 
silky and “ live”’’ to the touch. When 
bent out of position they spring back 
immerliately on release. Their silkiness is 
due to the retention of natural oils. 


LONGER LIFE 


These are the qualities that give bristle 
brushes the advantage over other kinds. 
The tendency to spring back to position 
means very much longer life, as the 
bristles refuse to squash—you can test 
this very simply. 

Ask for a bristle broom-head, and one 
composed of fibre and horse hair, Stand 
on the first with both feet and see how it 
recovers shape. Press the other 
cheaper) one hard, with one hand, and 
see how you have to lift the strands back 
to position. Don’t stand on the cheap 
one ! 

As for hair brushes—bristle brushes not 
only keep their shape, but are three times 
as efficient at penetrating thick hair; they 


Moreover, some brushes have an air ai 


- 


pass through it smoothly owing to their 
texture, and thanks to their natural oil, 
they are practically impenetrable by 
water. This means that constant washing 
will not soften them. 

Besides, with bristles it is possible to 
get a compact, even surface to a brush, par- 
ticularly in a hand-made one. For 
bristles can be packed very tightly into 
each hole, and then wire stitched at the 
back. You can identify a hand-made 
brush at a glance by the faint line of the 
joint between the wood actually holding 
the bristles and the back proper. 


AN HEIRLOOM 


A hand-made bristle brush is nearly 
imperishable. If you pay even up to 25s. 
for a hair brush of this kind the chances 
are that you can, when you have run your 
three-score years and ten, leave it as u 
valuable heoirloom—and it will increase 
in value uniess some genius discovers the 
perfeet substitute for bristle. 

Nail brushes of this type may cost from 
ls. 6d. to 3s. 6d., but they outlast genera- 
tions of their less expensive brethren, and 
they are very much kinder to the skin— 
so kind, in fact, that they can be used on 
the face. 

Here I return to my first sentence. 
There is no better tonic than a vigorous 
dry brushing all over every morning. 
Begin at vour feet, brushing briskly back- 
wards and forwards; then brush your legs. 
Next the arms from wrist to shoulder, and 
finally the trunk and face. 

I have tried this for months with a 
bristle nail brush, and it is the most 
exhilarating treatment for ‘‘ brother ass ”’ 
ever met with. It takes three minutes. If 
vou feel it is a chilly beginning to the 
day, switch on the electric radiator or gas 
fire while you do it. You will feel warmer 
all day and-cleaner than anything short of 
a Turkish bath can make you. 


BEAUTY TREATMENT 


The dry brush besides is not only health- 
giving, but a splendid beauty treatment, 
and, if you have the right brush, not in 
the least severe to the most sensitive skin. 

In my enthusiasm for bristles I have left 
little space for other types of brush. The 
household twig, or stair-brush, is usually 
made of that yellow stuff known as 
‘“ whisk.”’ It is a grass. And, while 
thoroughly good for its work, it tends to 
snap off easily. When possible choose in 
preference to whisk brushes those made of 
fine chocolate-coloured “ bass.’’ Bass is 
used most commonly in yard brushes. but 
that is the tough African product (also a 
grass). 

There is a finer bass—I forget where it 
comes from—very useful for indoor brooms 
and stair brushes, and less liable to shed 
its strands because possessed of greater 
resilience. 


THE STAIR BRUSH 


And, before I leave the subject, I would 
urge housewives to watch how they, or 
their maids, use the ordinary stair brush, 
with its projecting handle. To get a good 
grip you generally seize it in the middle, 
and so doing spoil the whisk by pressing it 


at the sides. There is now a very com- 
fortable stair brush with a hand-hold on 


the back, which gives a more comfortable. 


grip, and actually reduces the physical 
labour of brushing stair carpets by about

Another postscript. Hearth brushes 
have their bristles (or horse-hair) set in 
with pitch. If you hang or stand them in 
front of the fire the pitch—such ‘is its 
nature—melts, and the 03 goes bald in 
a very short time.

HE French fashion world’s share in the 
mourning of the British Empire is 
exemplified by the numbers of fashion 
openings which have been countermanded 
for a few days. There is a note of sincere 
sympathy everywhere, and sorrow for the 
British people in the loss of King George. 
The windows of the fashionable dress- 


makers are displaying models in black, ! 


mauve, grey and purple, and it is pretty 
evident that this spring subdued colours 


will be worn. However, the fashions for. 


the spring have been created and designed 
so long in advance that they have to be 
shown to the buyers and the public just 
as they were originally conceived. 


GREY IS EFFECTIVE 


Grey is a most popular colour for early 
mid-season clothes in Paris. While taking 
tea at the Cercle Interatlié one afternoon 
recently, when the famous actress, Yvonne 
Printemps, was at a table with friends, 
I noticed three wool dresses, al] in darkish 
tones of grey. 

One, of a rough wool material with a 
shirred collar and long tight sleeves, had 
a belt and cuffs of flame red velvet, with 
a flat bow of the same at the throat. 
Another softer material. of smoky-grey, 
was a two-piece dress with three-quarter 
full sleeves, the only touch of colour being 
erépe-de-chine full jabot under the collar 
of sage-green with grey polka dots. | 

Grey is also being worn in Paris in silk 
as well 2s woollen. One afternoon at a 
the-dansant* in the Champs Elysée I 
noticed particularly a stcel-grey heavy) 
rrépe frock with a ravishing jubof or 
front-frill at the throat of shirred pink 
georgetic.

SEEN AT THE OPENINGS 


The tailor-mades for sports as seen this 
season are very simple, have shaped-in 
jackets, high at neck, with collars or 
revers, and often are buttoned from the 
top to the bottom. Slit straight skirts, 
or jupes culottes, are fashionable, and 
scarves and blouses are of very bright 
colours. 

For the afternoon, dresses are mostly 
simple in line, but nevertheless worked in 
a most canny manner. The necklines are 
often high, slightly draped at the base, 
or thev are flat in the back, and are high 
in the neck in front, near the face, which 
they frame 

There are numerous lace fastenings on 
corsages in gold and in silver, and gold 
and silver tabs and hooks are fashionable.

BEADED DRESSES 


To make colour richer the all-over 
beaded dress has been re-introduced in 
evening fashions here in Paris. Pastel 
colours, encrusted with shaded beading, 
are widely used for such frocks. Bead and 
jewelled trimming is also important, and 
it is seen for daytime clothes as well as 


evening. 

Flowers in luscious shades are worn on 
formal daytime and on evening dresses, 
and velvet flowers at the shoulder are seen. 

Very taken in at the waist, and shaped 
at the hips, many evening gowns are flat 
in the back, with the fullness draped in 
front. As for sleeves, one sees them to 


the elbow, long, with drapery, or none at | 


all. Rather important—trains are to the 
fore, and a peacock variety is a fayourite, 

Velvet sashes and tulle sashes are in the 
limelight. Bows fasten corsages. In most 
instances the evening gowns leave the back 
entirely bare down to the waist.

Ghe Fountain Pen 


There is a belief among many people, 
who find the fountain pen indispensable 
for the despatch of ‘business, that it is an 
invention of the latter years of last 
century. Looking into some eighteenth 
century books of shorthand, or brachyo- 
graphy, as it was popularly called, I find 
(writes a correspondent) that ink-contain- 
ing pens must have been in use a hundred 
and fifty years ago. In Samuel Taylor’s 
‘* Universal System of Shorthand Writ- 
ing, ” published in 1786, he writes: “I 
have nothing more to add for the use or 
instruction of the practitioner, except a 
few words concerning the kind of pen 
proper to be used for writing shorthand. 
For expeditious writing some use what are 
called fountain pens, into which your ink 
is put, which gradually flows when writing, 
from thence into a smaller pen cut short to 
fit the smaller end of this instrument, but 
it is a hard matter to meet with a good 
one of this kind.” It is very probable 
that it was a pen of such construction that 
is described in Hutton’s ‘‘ Mathematical 
Dictionary, published in 1795. There he 
gives the following definition: “Fountain 
pen is a pen contrived to contain a 
quantity of ink, and let it flow very gently, 
so as to supply the writer a long time 
without the necessity of taking fresh ink.” 
The illustration that accompanies this de- 
scription shows that the pen in its main 
features bore a close resemblance to the 
modern instrument. 


Trish Film “ Star” 


There is to be another Irish film 
AA I hear, in the person of Miss 
Geraldine. Fitzgerald, who has been cast 
for the leading part in the British 
National Films production of ‘‘ Ourselves 
Alone,’ the “ Black-and-Tan” play:

It may be that the great 
success of ‘‘ The Informer’’ has influenced 
the directors of British National to make 
this film, and it is probable that it also

Opposing the motion, Mr. McCoombe (Bel- 
fast) thanked the Dublin Society for their 
kind! invitation, and said that he. and his 
friends had sampled typical Irish hospitality 
on their visit. For a number of years, he 
said, farmers had been mosi unsuccessful and 
were unable to get a fair-price reward for 
their labours. Compulsion was necessary, 
and there was no real harm in being com- 


‘pelled to do a thing if it was for the best. 


Mr. D. J. O'Connor, seconding the motion, 
said that in industry outside interference 
was resented, and this applied particularly to 
agriculture. The farmers, instead of calling 
on the Government, should organise among 
themselves; and they would then be a force 
to be reckoned with. |

An amphitheatre was 
erected on the stage, with a throne for the 
(‘rand Master in the middle, and there, 
roughout the performance, thé aproned and 
Lejewelled brethren complacently sat. It was 
certainly far from the best way te obtain 
theatrical enjovment, for the players were 
much hampered in their action by the presence 
of intruders: but, so far as the ordinary 
audience was concerned, the novelty of the 
sight seems to have afforded some compensa- 
tion for the inefficiencies, and, at any rate, 
nohody grumbled. = 
A few details concerning one or two of the 
more notable of these Masonic benefits seem 
worthy of preservation. On April 14, 1762, 
the Grand Master and the members of his 
Lodge dined at three o'clock at the Rose 
Tavern in Castle Street, and afterwards pro- 
ceeded in. high state to the Crow Street 
Theatre, where they enjoyed Harry Wood- 
ward's acting as Captain Brazen in “ Lhe 
Recruiting Officer,’ articipated in the 
rendering of divers Masonic songs, and 
listened appreciatively to the special prologue 
delivered by Vernon, and the special epilogue

IN ULSTER 


In Ulster in the first half of the cighteenth 
century the drama had po permanent abiding 
place; but as soon as things began to im- 
prove in that respect the Freemasons of the 
North evinced a disposition to emulate the ex- 
ample of their Leinster brethren. Newry was 
then the leading town in the North, and it 
was at Parker's new theatre in High street, 
Newry, that, on April 5, 1769, a benefit was 
given on behalf of the distressed brethren of 
the district. We learn from a contemporary 
account that “ The Constant Couple ' was the 
play, and that on the stage ‘‘an amphi- 
theatre was erected to contain the Brethren 
of the various lodges, who appeared in full 
dress. Evidently the theatre was small, as 
the receipts totalled a trifle less than £50. 

This, however, was not precisely the be- 
ginning of the association between  Free- 
masonry and the stage in the North. For 
several months, early in 1758, a troupe of 
strollers had been holding forth in Belfast 
in a makeshift playhouse rigged up m the 
wine vaults in Weigh-house lane, off Ann 
street; and when Baker, one of its members, 
announced his benefit for May 12 in ‘ The 
Orphan” the advertisement held out 
as a supplementary lure’ that there 
would also be given “a new prologue, written 
and to be spoken by Mr. Baker in the 
character of a Master Mason.”” What degree 
of support the beneficiare received from the 
brethren of the craft history does not con- 
descend to record, and it is not until con- 
siderably later, at a period when Belfast was 
able to boast possession of an _  orthdox 
theatre, that we learn of any strong gather- 
ing of the clans at the play. But at Michael 
Atkin’s Ann street Theatre on May 8, 1781, 
there was given, by special desire of the 
members of the Orange Lodge of Freemasons, 
No. 267, Mrs. Centlivre’s comedy, ‘* The 
Wonder,”’ supplemented by other items, 
among them a new prologue in the character 
of a Knight Templar, written by Amyas 
Griffith, a deformed wit of local celebrity, 
and spoken by Brother Wilmot, one of the 
ayers in the company. Between the acts 
Masonic songs were sung by all the brethren 
present, The advertisement for the evening 
concludes with the intimation that ‘the 
Worshipful Master and wardens expect the 
attendance of the brethren at the Lodge 
room at six o clock in order to proceed from 
thence to the theatre, where a throne and 
amphitheatre will be erected on the stage 
for their reception,”’ 


““ AT REFRESHMENT ” 

Within the next year or two further 
Masonic bespeaks were given at the same 
little house, and when a trifle later on 
Atkins shifted his quarters to Rosemary lane 
the local Freemasons still continued to give 
him their allegiance, and made a notable 
assembly there on the night of January 19, 
1785. In Belfast, however, it was ‘ong be- 
fore Melpomene and Thalia foun] rest for 
the soles of their feet, There, indeed, they 
could boast of no permanent or comfortable 
home until near the end of the century, when 
Atkins built the historic house in Arthur 
street, which lasted until within living 
memory. It was there on May 26, 1800, that 
a performance was given on behalf of Masonic 
charities, and the bill comprised ‘‘ The Beaux 
Stratagem ” and “The Lying Valet.’’ Many 
benefits of the sort followed in after years, 


but one can only speak of one or two. 
When the tragedy of “ Barbarossa”’ 
was acted at Arthur street on June 


17. 1808, the advertisement conveyed that 
after the play the audience would be favoured 
with the sight of a Masonic lodge “‘sitting at 
refreshment,’’ Exactly what this meant be- 
comes clear when one reads the announcement 
of the benefit for distressed Freemasons given 
at the same house by Montague Talbot, who 
had succeeded to the management on June 
28, 1811, when the chief item on the pro- 
gramme was Colman's musical drama of 
‘The Mountaineers.” It was then promised 
that after the play “will be exhibited a 
Lodge of Refreshment, in which will be in- 
troduced songs by Brothers forming a 
Lodge.'’ Historically speaking, the ew is 
memorable for the fact that the afterwards 
famous Elizabeth O'Neill then made her Jast 
appearance as a member of the local stock 
company in delivering an epilogue in the

ts to Theatres in 
Eighteenth Century 


It is fitting that in this, our story, the 
wheel should become full circle, and that 
we should end in the lovable city by the 
Liffey, where we began. Seemingly, the last 
time that the Dublin Freemasons followed 
the old custom and sat on the stage through- 
out a performance was at the old Crow Street 
Theatre on July 3, 1815, when.a benefit was 
given there for distressed members of the 
traternitv, and the Duke of Leinster, as 
Grand Master, occupied the throne. In con- 
nection with the performance of ‘‘ Man and 
Wife” given at the same house on June 2, 
1816, it is to be noted that all the receipts 
were devoted to the building of a new 
Masonic Hall. Unfortunately, we have no re- 
cord of the precise procedure on this occasion, 
but is is certain that from this time on, 
the Masonic brotherhood, when giving sup- 
port to performances for their own fuss, 
were in the habit of putting in an appear: 
ance on the stage during the delivery -of an 
opening address by one of the players, and of 
then betaking themselves to seats in the audi- 
torium. It is noteworthy that when ‘ Guy 
Mannering'’ was acted at Crow street on 
March 27, 1818, for the usual Masonic char: 
(és, Master Balfe, afterwards to be recog- 
nised as the composer of ‘‘ The Bohemian 
Girl,” delighted the assembly by playing a 
concerto on the violin in one of the inter- 
vals. On this occasion it was arranged that 
the attending brethren should arrive at the 
theatre a short time before the ordinary 
public were admitted. The advertisement 
announced that: “ The stage box, usually 
oceupied on Viceregal visits to the theatre, 
wilt be splendidly fitted up for the recep- 
tion of the Grand Master and Grand 
Officers; the opposite stage box will be suit- 
ably prepared for the Grand Master's Lodge. 
The different Masonic Lodges of Dublin will 
be disposed of according to seniority in the 
second tier of boxes.” 

The last performance ever given in the 
old Crow Street ‘Lheatre on hebalf of a 
Masonic charity (it closed its doors for ever 
shortly after) was on July 2, 1815, when 
“he Haunted Tower ” was performed, and 
the house was decorated with Masonic 
emblems. Qn this occasicn, Brother Ful- 
lain, a highly respected aud long popular 
Dublin comedian, spoke a ewlll Jasonic 
prologue. A trifle over six years after- 
wards, when this hardy veteran died with 
tragic suddenness in the old Royal in the 
midst of a performance, he was given all the 
honours of a Masonic funeral, at which, 
moreover, there was a large attendance of 
the ordinary public. 


THE THEATRE ROYAL 

With the closing of the old Crow Street 
Theatre and the opening of the vast new 
Theatre Royal in Hawkins street in 1821, 
there was a sad sundering of old associa- 
tions, and Masonic interests for some time 
fell into abeyance, For a time Dublin 
playgoers suffered the disadvantage of an 
absentee patentee, almost as great a bane in 
contemporary Irish eyes as an absentee 
landlord. But when, after the lapse 
of some fifteen years, the old Royal came 
under the full. control of J. W. Caleraft, a 
gifted actor-manager (who was himself ‘ on 
the yh '") there was a pleasant renewal of 
the old associations. On June 15, 1836, Mr. 
Calcraft gave a benefit on behalf of Masonic 
charities, and himself delivered with consider- 
able grace an appropriate address written for

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—Your leading article in to-day’s issue 
will be deeply appreciated by people of all 
shades of opinion, irrespective of race or 
creed, who are imbued with the eternal prin- 
ciples of justice and humanity. Herr Hitler's 
inflammatory speech offers a grave menace 
to the half-a-million of helpless Jews who are 
still living, or, rather, vegetating, in what 
is, for them, a veritable inferno upon earth. 
It threatens their very lives! His frantic 
denunciation of the Jewish people as the 
malignant enemy of Germany is an utterly 
baseless calumny, devoid of even a grain of 
truth, The German Jews were proverbially 
patriotic—ultra patriotic, in fact. 

The patriotism of a great many of our 
German co-religionists, indeed, went to such 
unreasonable extremes as to precipitate them 
into the abyss of total assimilation—jeopardis- 
ing the continued existence of the Jewish 
community, as such, in the German Empire, 
Inter-marriage kept on gg Ha. at an 
alarming rate, and both the Jewish religion 
and the Jewish historic consciousness were 
faced with what seemed like imminent 
extinction, As for world-Jewry, Jews in all 
other parts of the world, far from being anti- 
German, were rather sympathetic towards the 


terman nation. This was due to several 
factors. By a kind of hereditary instinct the 
Jew is a great admirer of learning and 


culture. The literary productions of German 
Jews, written in German, from Moses 
Mendelssohn onwards, were a potent force in 
modern Jewish thought, and served as an 
intellectual link between the Jewish and the 
German writers of ideas and culture, Then, 
again, there was the lin uistic link of no 
small potency, Millions of Jews still 5 ome and 
express themselves in literature in a language 
~~ Yiddish—which is essentially German. 
All these factors contributed to attune the 
Jewish mentality to a sympathetic attitude 
towards Germany, which, until the advent of 
the Nazi régime, was the land of culture par 
excellence, and a centre of Jewish philo- 
sophica] thought and of the modern phase of 
Jewish learning. It is an open secret that it 
was only the Balfour Declaration which won 
over the bulk of American Jewry to the 
cause of the Allies against Germany, and this

Not even in 
his wildest dreams could any sensible person 
have anticipated such dangerous fulminations 
on the part of the responsible head of a great 
nation as were heard yesterday from the 
German Dictator. 

Not even at the present day is there 
anywhere in the world a Jewish secret 
organisation working against the interests 
of Germany. The boycott of German goods 
by Jews in many parts of the world is but 
the natural reaction against the inhuman 
treatment which is being meted out to their 
brethren over there, a body of law-abiding, 
loyal citizens. And all that has taken place 
in this connection has heen done in the open, 
in broad daylight. Nay, public bodies far 
removed from specifically Jewish associations, 
as, for instance, the Labour organisations in 
Britain, have likewise proclaimed a boycott 
of German goods from the broad humani- 
tarian standpoint. How could Jews be ex- 
pected not to react when their own flesh and 
blood are the victims most seriously hit? 
But never has it entered the minds of any 
Jews anywhere, neither will it enter, nor can 
it enter their minds to resort to bloodshed 
by way of giving vent to their feelings in 
that direction That would be suicidal.

1936, in the Dail yesterday. / i 

He said that the purpose of the bill was 
to continue the Poor Relief (Dublin) Act 
until 1937. In the meantime legislation deal- 
ing with the position would be introduced. 

Mr. R. MULCAHY (U.1., Dublin, N.) 
said that unemployment assistance, in Its 
operation, was a swindle on the Dublin rate- 
yavers. There had been a lot of talk about 
We the scheme would relieve local authon- 
ties, but so far from giving relief it had piled 
an additional burden on the eratepayers. The 
position in the city during the coming year 
was that £41,000 would be given towards the 
relief of the unemployed, as well as having 
to provide a sum equal to Js, 6d, in the & 
towards the unemployment scheme. That 
meant that, taking into account the cost of 
collecting the rate, the total amount to be 
paid by the ratepayers of Dublin in the 
coming year will be £191,000, or £20,000 more 
than before the unemployment assistance 
scheme was introduced, 

The records of the Dublin Board of Assist- 
ance showed that the cost of relieving able- 
bodied people in the city had risen by £127 
a week. Recently unemployment assistance 
had been withdrawn from a number of men 
who had been given relief work of a spasmodic 
and desultory nature. 


SOLVING UNEMPLOYMENT 
Dr. WARD, Parliamentary Secretary, 1p 
reply, said that it was not easy to fool the 
Dublin ratepayers. In December, 1931, the 
number of able-bodied persons in Dublin re- 
ceiving relief was 3,052, while in December, 
1935, the figure was 1,502. In 1931 Mr. 
Mulcahy had been the Minister for Local 
Government. 

The number of able-bodied men receiving 
assistance from the Dublin Board of <Assist- 
ance during the last week in December in 
each of the following years was: — 1931, 
5.052; 1932, 2,342; 1933, 3,428; 1934, 870; 
1935, 1,202. If all parties in the House 
agreed that, regardless of cost, that the 
money must be found by the raising of neces- 
sary taxes the unemployment problem could 
be solved. The Opposition had supported 
measures for the increase of social services, 
but when they went to the country they 
raised their hands in horror at the increase in 
taxation. It was necessary and desirable 
that the local authorities should be empowered 
to give home assistance to able-bodied unem- 
ployed. 

Mr. MULCAHY. (U.1., Dublin N.) asked 
why, with the Unemployment Assistance 
Act in force, Dublin citizens were asked to 
pay £20,000 more in the third year of the 
present Government, or £80,000 more than 
when the. Government took office.

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Mr. LEMASS, moving the second reading 
of the Spanish ‘Trade Agreement, said 
that a commercial agreement ior one year was 
concluded on April Ist, 1935, between the 
Government of the Saorstat and the Spanish 
Government, In that agreement the Govern- 
ment undertook to take all the measures neces- 
sary for preventing the wrongful use of geo- 
graphical appellations with regard to oranges 
etc., produced in Spain. Power was paven 
to the Minister for industry and Commerce 
to afford the necessary protection to the par- 
ticular pames, and also that the particular 
wines when imported would be covered by a 
werlificate of origin. 


“FOOLING THE PEOPLE” 

Mr. MULCAHY (U.1., Dublin, N.) said 
that this proposal was simply thowing dust 
in the eyes of the farmers, . An agreement 
that was made with Spain under, which Spain 
was to take some of the surplus agricultural 
produce of this country because the British 
market was cut off. it was simply fooling 
the people to say that an alternative market 
was being provided for Ivish eggs. It would 
be much better to scrap all these agreements 
and adopt some other policy, 

It was not paying to have a Minister in 
Spain if ha was not able to do more than 
he was doing, 

Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that the 
alternative markets that had been secured 
for the country were trading in the propor- 
tion of seven to one against the [ree State. 
The Government were making a mistake if 
they thought they could send their graded eggs 
to Spain and Germany and dump the refuse in 
Great Britain, and when they discovered that 
mistake they would have to crawl back to 
a good market out of which they had 
walked voluntarily. Great Britain paid for 
Irish eggs without delay, but the Spaniards 
would not allow currency to be released for 
the~ payment of the debts due to the Free 
State exporters. The Free State purchases 
from Spain amounted to three times as much 
as Spain's purchases from this country, and a 
clearing house should be set up in the Free 
State to deal with the situation regarding 
Spanish currency, The Free State, in such a 
trade agreement, was entitled to the best type 
of goods, but the country was paying at pre- 
sent for the refuse of Spanish-Valencia orange 
fields, 


THE EGGS MARKET 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said the agreement provided for 
an exchange of eggs and oranges, and if Spain 
had sold goods other than oranges in the Free 
State it was done without the assistance of 
the Government. If there had heen a decline 
in the exports of eggs to Great Britain it had 
heen due to the fact that British policy had 
decided to protect the eag producers of Great 
Britain. tn the present circumstances the 
Spanish market for eggs was more valuable 
than the British market, and would be a 
lasting market, Last year there had been a 
reduction in the adverse trade balance 
amounting to £4,000,000, which had been due 
to trade agreements at which Deputy Dillon 
was sneering. 3 

So far as Spain was concerned, the Free 
State was being given the most favoured nation 
treatment in matters relating to exchange. 
But the Spanish Government had certain diffi- 
culties arising from its own intgrnal economic 
situation. which had resulted in some delay. 
It was not improbable that the pasition would 
be put on a better footing by the introduc- 
{ion of legislation, but whether that legisla- 
tion would deal only with Spain or with the 
international situation generally he could not 
vet say.

Democracy in France 


It would be as easy to exaggerate, as it 
would be foolish to minimise, the import- 
ance of yesterday’s events in Paris. M. 
Léon Blum, who has been President of the 
French Socialist Party since 1924, was 
being driven home from the Chamber by a 
friend, and as the car was passing through 
the Boulevard St. Germain a group of 
young men who were attending the funeral 
of M. Dainville, the famous -historian, 
recognised its passenger. They promptly 
launched a vicious attack on M. Blum, 
striking at him with sticks through the 
windows of the car, and but for the speedy 
intervention of a number of workmen who 
were in the vicinity: the Socialist leader 
might have been injured very seriously. 
As it was, he was struck about the head 
in several places, his scalp was cut by 
pieces of broken glass, and his temporal 
artery was severed by a blow of a stick. 
He was taken into a house in the neigh- 
bourhood, where he received first-aid, and 
afterwards was admitted to hospital, being 
allowed to go. home later in the afternoon. 
The doctors declare that he is in no imme- 
diate danger; but in view of his age—he 
is over sixty—and the fact that he lost a 
considerable amount of blood, they will 
not commit themselves to a definite 
prognosis. There can be no doubt that 
the attack was intended to do grievous 
harm to M. Blum. The assailants have 
been identified as members of the associa- 
tion known as the Camelots, du Tot, a 
royalist body which is bitterly opposed to 
all forms of Socialism, and which was 
blamed for the murder of Jaurés on the 
eve of the World War. ‘The whole affair 
seems to have happened by chance, as the 
attackers had no reason to anticipate that 
M. Blum would be passing through the 
boulevard at that particular hour; but for 
some time past the police have been guard- 
ing the house in which he lodges on the 
quays. He isthe editor of the Socialist 
newspaper, Le Populaire, which has been 
‘very outspoken recently in its comments on 
the Conservative Leagues, and has incurred 
the wrath of those Fascist elements which 
have been becoming increasingly active of 
late, | 

A very nasty situation in the Chamber 
was averted by the prompt action of M. 
Sarraut’s Government. Not only the 
Socialists, but also the Radicals and all 
the other parties of the Left and Centre, 
were furious at the unprovoked attack on 
M. Blum, who, for all his political 
ferocity, is generally popular among his 
parliamentary colleagues. They were pre- 
pared to make things extremely uncomfort- 
able for the Government; but the Premier 
forestalled them by“a declaration that the 
Ministry was determined to put an end to 
attacks on individuals, and to do every- 
thing in its power to defend the Republican 
régime. After a Cabinet Council, at 
whicl the President of the Republic pre- 
sided, it was announced that the Govern- 
ment had invoked its powers under the law 
of January 10th to dissolve the three Con- 
servative Leagues—namely, the Camelots 
du oi, the Action Francaise, and the 
National Federation of Students of the 
Action Francaise. The decree was signed 
by the President, and came into force at 
A judicial inquiry will be held into 
the circumstances of the attack on M. 
Blum, some of whose assailants already 
have been arrested. By this determined 
action the French Government has shown 
its resolve to maintain the public peace. 
In spite of the law of January 10th, which 
gave the authorities power to dissolve the 
Leagues, the young hot-heads of the 
extreme Right have been growing more

knows precisely how many members have 
been enrolled in the several organisations 
that are pursuing Fascist aims; but their 
roll of active members is very large, and 
they were hoping to play an important, 
if not, indeed, a decisive, part in the 
forthcoming general elections. Whether 
or not the dissolution of the three big 
groups will succeed in its object remains 
to be seen. Colonel de la Rocque is a 
very able man, who understands the value 
of patience, and it is more than likely

Hope Deferred 


‘‘Unemployment ” does not 
merely that there is a surplus of workers 
over occupations, and its problem cannot 
be solved by providing ‘‘ enough jobs to 
go round.” Part of the problem, no 
doubt, can be solved in this way. When 
the general depression came over industry, 
many people were thrown out of work, and 
a return of prosperity—helped, perhaps, 
by the Government—should bring them 
back again. Unfortunately, the question 
is a little more complex. Unemployment 
means not only the loss of an occupation, 
but also, in time, the loss of the will to 
work. This is one of the.most obstinate 
barriers to a solution ie ABHIHTANH 
ment question. Some of the workers can 
be re-absorbed as industry becomes more 
prosperous, but there still remains a great 
number which has lost, or has never found, 
habit of work, become 
accustomed, through mere lack of hope, to 
““dole.'” The point is very 
well illustrated in the latest report of Mr. 
Malcolm Stewart, the Commissioner for 
the Special Areas in England and Wales.

The fault 
cannot be ascribed to anybody in par- 
ticular—least of all to the men who have 
had to bear its full consequences—and in 
time, perhaps, it will be remedied. 


A Futile Struggle 


That the Free State has been the worse 
sufferer in Mr. de Valera’s economic war 
is beyond question. The trade figures, the 
unemployment returns and the farmers’ 
complaints are sufficient evidence of the 
fact. Nevertheless, even if England has 
suffered little in comparison with the Free 
State, she has suffered in some degree. 
Speaking at the annual dinner of 
the Liverpool Wholesale Meat Trade 
Association this week, Mr. Henry Rigby, 
a past president of the Association, 
hinted at the losses which the economic 
war has brought to the port of Liverpool, 
and expressed a wish for closer relations 
between Britain and the Free State. Two 
years ago, he said, the Irish cattle trade 
underwent a great change, which had con- 
siderable effects on the British market; 
and nowhere was that loss felt more 
severely than in Liverpool. Happily, he 
added, there were signs of better times. 
We hope, with the utmost sincerity, that 
Mr. Rigby’s prognostication is correct ; 
and we have no doubt that many people 
in Great Britain will echo the hope. Three 
years of economic conflict have proved that 
an estrangement between Great Britain 
and Ireland brings good to neither country.

Trooping the Colour 


The King is expected to attend the troop-. 
ing .the Colour ceremony on the Horse ' 


Cards’ Parade on his birthday, June

father two years ago, and rode at the head 
of the Guards on their march from -the 
Horse Guards to the courtyard at Bucking- 
ham Palace, where he took the salute at 
the march past. In July there will be 
another great military pageant on the 
Horse Guards’ Parade, when the King will 
present new Colours to each regiment of 
the Guards. 


Unoccupied Premises 


The London County Council wishes to 
rate unoccupied premises, and has intro- 
duced a bill into the House of Commons 
to carry out the scheme. The bill is to 
come up for second reading in the House 
of Commons to-morrow, when it will be 
opposed. In accordance with the usual 
private bill procedure it will then be de- 
ferred for consideration later, when a 
debate will take place. The Government, 
in the course of the debate, will intimate 
that the principle involved is of such im- 

rtance that it should not be allowed: to 
license law through the medium of a 

rivate bill, and the measure will certainly 
. rejected. No further steps can be 
taken for at least a year. If the bill ever 
became law it would compel landowners 
to let their premises at low rents, since 
they would be unable to meet taxation on 
buildings yielding no return. Thus, 
property would suffer serious depreciation. 


Air Raid Precautions 


The War Office is giving serious con- 
sideration to the question of, pla¢ing 
sections of the great electric grid under- 
ground in those parts of England likely 
to be exposed to enemy air attack. In 
Southern and Eastern England there are 
a great many overhead electricity lines 
which would have to be transferred. 
These lines lead from Great Yarmouth to 
the big power stations in Norwich, Peter- 
horough and the Midlands, and through 
Ipswich and Colchester to the great pawer 
stations on the Thames. Expense is one 
of the obstacles to the suggested change, 
as underground cabling is twelve times 
more expensive than the overhead lines. 


Unemployment Insurance 


The Unemployment Insurance Fund is 
at present in a healthy condition, as every 
week more money is paid in than is paid 
out. The surplus is increasing at the rate 
of some £300,000 a week, with the result 
that at present there is a surplus 
approaching +£19,000,000. Sir William 
Beveridge, who, with a committee, has 


been examining the finances of the fund, . 


may recommend some increases in benefit 
or reductions in contributions as a result 
of the surplus. Last July the committee 
reported that the fund could bear an 


increase in the benefit for children, and 


that increase has been paid since 
November. There are differences in the 
committee, however, as to whether it 


should make any increases in benefits or 
reductions in contributions. For some 
years before 1931 the fund had been 
insolvent, and there is an outstanding 
debt of over £100,000,000 which accumu- 
lated during the years of depression, 
Provision was made last year, however, 
for the repayment of the debt hy half- 
yearly payments of £2,500,000 out of the 


fand. 


‘A Mechanised y an 


The future requirements of the British 
Army with regard to horses is being 
reviewed by the War Office. The situation 
has been affected to a considerable extent 
by the mechanisation which is being car- 


ried out in all branches of the services. 


Mechanical transport 1s being increasingly 
adopted for artillery, eight more cavalry 
regiments are to be mechanised, and the 
infantry and signal branches are making 
increasing. use of motor transport. The 
present establishment of horses is nearly 
15,000, which is far beyond the number 
now necessary, but it is unlikely that any 
great reduction will be made until the 
mechanisation plans are in a more com- 
plete stage. 


School-leaving Age 


London school teachers will mark their 
“ Jubilee’? Conference on Saturday by 
making a special appeal for the school- 
leaving age to be extended to fifteen for 
all children, and for the improvement of 
school amenities and conditions of work 
for young people. The school age appeal 
is in the form of an urgent motion which 
the London Teachers’ Association—the 
county branch of the National Union of 
Teachers—will consider as its first busi- 
ness. Representatives of 15,500 teachers 
of all grades will attend the conference. 
The conference will also appeal for more 
adequate legislation to protect children of 
school age who are in employment, as 
well as young people who are engaged in 
industry.

STRUCK BLOWS WITH STICKS

PARIS, Thursday. 

M. Monnet, describing the attack, said 
that at the conclusion of this morning’s 
sitting of the Chamber he was driving M. 
Blum home in his car, as he ‘usually did. 

Opposite the War Ministry, on the 
Boulevard Saint Germain, the car was 
caught in a traffic block at the same 
as M. Dainville’s funeral pro- 
cession was passing.

A num- 
ber of men working on a house nearby 
rushed to M. Blum’s’ assistance, and, 
ielped by the police, aided the occupants 
to get out of the car and cleared a way 
for them to a house nearby. 


M. BLUM’S INJURIES 
According to a report made by the 
medico-legal expert, Dr. Paul, on the 1n- 
ctructions of the Public Prosecutor, M. 


Blum is suffering from injuries inflicted | 


by “fa blunt instrument.” He has re- 
ceived, states the report, numerous wounds 
about the face and scalp, including one 
blow which struck the left temple and 
ruptured a blood vessel, causing abundant 
loss of blood. A slight surgical interven- 
tion was necessary. 

The report states that Dr. Paul con- 
siders that M. Blum needs a fortnight’s 
rest. In view of the depth of the wound 
and the amount of blood lost, the doctor 
expresses reservations regarding possible 
complications. 

In the meantime, M. Linais, who has 
been appointed. by the Public Prosecutor 
to conduct the judicial inquiry into. the 
assault, has -ordered M. Guillaume, the 
Chief Commissioner of Police, to search 
the headquarters of the Royalist organ, 
L’Action Francaise. . 

The ‘‘ Storm Section ” of the Camelots 
du Roi, who were responsible for the 
attack, are reported to have been more or 
less identified, and a number of arrests 
are imminent, if not already effected. 


INDIGNATION 


The attack has caused great indignation 
in the Chamber lobbies, friends and oppo- 
nents alike declaring that, whatever M. 
Blum’s political views, there was no 
excuse for assaulting him. 

Before this evening’s meeting ef the 
Ministerial Council M. Sarraut received a 
deputation of the Left groups of the 
Chamber. Members of the deputation 
voiced their abhorrence of the assault on 
\. Blum and drew the Prime Minister s 
attention to the stir it had already caused 
throughout the country. 

M. Sarraut replied that he was deter- 
mined to take strong measures to 
defend the Republican réegime.”’ 

Before leaving the deputation thanked 
M. Sarraut and expressed the hope that 
the measures he took would be both 
speedy and effective. i 
On tlie opening of the session of the 
Chamber M. Bouisson delivered a declara- 
tion deploring such attacks as that on M.

Born in Paris in 1872, he is probably 
the most caricatured man in France.

At the same time he contributed 
articles to various papers, including 
L’Humanité. - His. literary works, pub- 
lished in the early part of this century, 
marked him out as a clever writer.

BOAT FROM CORK TO 
RESCUE THEM 


LIFEBOAT SIXTY HOURS 
AT SEA 


REQUENT heavy rains and a strong 
easterly wind were the features of 
yesterday's weather in the South of 
Ireland. Reports from several districts 
indicate that many roads are stil] blocked 
by fallen trees or floods. 

Nearly all the ’bus services in Munster 
have been seriously affected by the storm 
and floods, and one 'bus at, Donoughmore 
had quite an adventure, a boat being 
brought by road to the rescue of pas- 
sengers. 

The ’bus ran into floods and the engine 
stopped. Then a tree fell just behind 
cutting the ’bus off completely. A lorry 
which went out was cut off by the fall of 
another tree, and then a second lorry 
brought out a boat from Cork, but by the 
time the boat reached the. scene the 
twelve passengers had succeeded in 
wading to dry land. 


"BUS IN A SNOWDRIFT 


Some ’buses and cars are still stranded 
in out of the way corners of the South, 
and one ‘bus is wedged firmly in a snow- 
drift on the Dungarvan-Clonmel road. 

In the Cork district the Mardyke foot- 
ball and hurling pitches and the Lee 
Fields are still generally covered by flood 
waters, and with more rain yesterday the 
position in the many flooded areas in the 
county is becoming worse. 

To-morrow’s Rugby fixtures in Cork 
have already been postponed.

LIFEBOAT'S 


The Ballycotton lifeboat returned to 
Cork Harbour yesterday morning to give 
its crew a much needed respite from their 
arduous duty of keeping watch over the 
Daunt's Rock Lightship which had been 
driven from its station by the storm. 

They had maintained this vigil con- 
tinuously for twenty-four hours, during 
which they had eaten only a few biscuits. 

Altogether the lifeboat has been afloat 
for sixty hours, the longest period of its 
career.

Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) raised the 
. matter of the suspension of the maize meal 
mixture scheme, about which he had ques- 
tioned the Minister for Agriculture earlier 
iin the day. He said that the maize meal 
mixture had signally failed to do what it 
was claimed it would do. Instead of dis- 
posing of more home-grown grain, the 
Minister had driven up the ‘price to over 
8s. a cwt., which made it an uneconomic 
commodity. The result. was that it was 
not disposed of. | 

The Minister then turned to a firm which 
had been described by Fianna Fail as the 
enemy of Irish freedom—the much-abused 
Messrs. Arthur Guinness, Son and Co.— 
and that firm stepped into the breach, as 
it frequently had done before, and took 
off the market an enormous quantity of 
barley. This for the moment had removed 
the surplus of the produce. 


SADDLING THE FARMER 


Messrs. Guinness had been approached 
either directly or indirectly. From what 
he knew of the Government, he was sure 
they had approached them very indirectly. 
By the maize meal proposals the Minister 
had saddled every farmer in the country 
with ós. on every cwt. that he purchased. 
Indian meal, with 50 per cent. of home- 
grown cereals, was not a balanced ration, 
and was an extremely awkward commodity 
to use. The mixture cost the Irish farmer 
per pig 18s. to 20s. more than it cost the 
English farmer. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 
Dr. RYAN said that he did not go to 


Messrs. Guinness either directly or in- 
directly. Messrs. Guinness had come to 
him. They said that they had never 
known trade better in this country, and 
for the first time in ten years their trade 
had improved, They had not bought 
enough barley last harvest, and they 
wanted to know if they could buy another 
40,000 cwts. He did not mind going to 
Messrs. Guinness directly if necessary. 
After last harvest they took more barley 
than ever before. The managing director 
came to him three weeks ago, and said 
that they wanted to know if they could 
get another 40,000 cwts.:of barley in the 
country. 

As a result of their cereal legislation 
they had pollard selling in this country 
more cheaply than in Liverpool. For the 
four years before the scheme came into 
operation the average amount of maize- 
meal imported was 7,139,000 cwts., while 
last year the millers had turned out 
7,940,000 cwts. of the maize-meal mixture.

JURY FINDS REFEREE 
“WAS VERY LAX ” 


- 


RAMATIC evidence in regard to the 
Association football match between 
Sunderland and Chelsea, in which James 
Horatio Thorpe (22), the Sunderland goal- 
keeper, was injured, was given when the 
Coroner (Mr. J. C. Morton) resumed the 
inquest at Sunderland yesterday. 

The jury found that death was due to 
diabetes, accelerated by the rough usage 
he received in the game, and that the 
referee was very lax in his control of the 
game. 

They added as a rider: “ We urge the 
Board of Management of the Football 
Association to instruct all referees that 
they must exercise.stricter control over the’ 
players, so as to eliminate, as far as 
possible, any further accidents.’’ 

Thorpe died in hospital on February 5, 
a few days after the match. During the 
second half he was temporarily knocked 
out in a goal-mouth scrimmage. 

Both the Sunderland and Chelsea Foot- 
ball Clubs were represented. 


COMPLAINT TO FATHER 


Mr. Thorpe said that his son had been 
taking insulin for sugar diabetes, and had 
spent four weeks in hospital. The Chelsea. 
match was rather boisterous. When his 
son went home by ‘bus he seemed fairly 
well. He complained of having received 
kicks during the scrimmage. 

“ He said that he got four kicks—one 
on the head and three in the side,” said 
Mr. Thorpe. | 

In reply to Mr. Harold Sutcliffe (repre- 
senting the Chelsea Club), Mr. Thorpe said 
that his son had an insulin injection on 
the day of the match. 

Police Constable Henry Colyer, who was 
on special duty at Roker Park, and who 
said he was standing behind a goal, stated 
that he thought it was a very rough game, 
and he did not think that the referee had 
proper control. 

Describing the goal-mouth incident, 
witness said that Thorpe dropped on the 
ball, gathered it between his arms, and 
drew it towards his knees and body. 

‘* Four Chelsea players, following. the 
ball wp, commenced to kick repeatedly at 
Thorpe, in an endeavour to get the ball,’’ 
he said. ‘‘ Several Sunderland players 
arrived almost at the same time, and the 
scrimmage continued until the referee blew 
his whistle. The referee was Well up the 
field at this time, so far as I can remem- 
ber.’’ His whistle was delayed, witness 
thought. 


BADLY SHAKEN 


When witness turned his attention to 
the field of play again Thorpe was stand- 
ing against the goal-post. He was badly 
shaken, and rubbing his left side and his 
head. Thorpe played rather poorly for the 
rest of the game. Witness had seen goal- 
mouth scrimmages in other matches, but 
he had not ‘‘ seen kicking like this.’’ 

Police Sergeant Scott said that the game 
was very rough during the second half. 
The referee, he thought, was very slack. 
The centre-forward and inside left of the 
Chelsea team were endeavouring to kick 
the ball out of Thorpe’s hands. He 
momentarily lost his grip on the ball and 
dropped on both knees, when it happened 
his head came forward, and one of the 
Chelsea players kicked him on top of the 
head. Witness could not say exactly which 
player; he would not say that it was 
deliberate, 


NOISY CROWD 


Police Constable Meather, who was near 
the corner flag, gave evidence of seeing 
Chelsea players kick Thorpe on the left 
side of the face and head—one kick—and 
on the left side. Thorpe’s face was a deadly 
white. i 

The crowd was sheuting and boohing at 
the time. Witness turned round to face 
the crowd at the Roker end, so as to try 
to prevent any of the spectators climbing 
over the barriers on to the playing pitch. 
He could not say whether Thorpe put his 
head forward when he was kicked on the 
head. When he was kicked in the side it 
was impossible for. anyone to kick the 
ball without kicking the goalkeeper. 
Witness could not say whether the kicks 
which Thorpe received were deliberate. 

“ But, from my point of view,” he 
added, ‘‘ the play was very rough—in fact, 
in my Opinion, it was a. disgrace to first- 
class football.’’ 

Wilkam Murray, Sunderland’s right 
full-back, said that he would hardly say 
that any player deliberately attempted to 
injure Thorpe. They would certainly 
make a deliberate attempt to get at the 
ball. 


Dr. Henry A. Cookson, pathologist, de- 
scribed the injuries, and said that, in his | 
opinion, the cause of death was first 
diabetes, and secondly heart failure. 


CORONER’S COMMENTS 


Strong comments were made by the 
Coroner about the match. He said that 
from what he had heard he agreed with a 
witness who called it “a disgrace to first- 
class football.’’ 

It seemed to him that when they got 
First Division football teams playing they 
expected to get the cream of sportsman- 
ship and the best of play. 

“ We find players in first-class football 
who resort to methods that are far from 
what is to be desired, and they do not 
really help their clubs or themselves or 
the game,” he added. 

The evidence disclosed that Thorpe was 
kicked when he dropped on to the ball. 
~The Coroner asked the jury not to pass 
a vote of censure on the referee, because 
he was not there to answer for himself. 

“I am not willing,” added the Coroner, 
“to allow a censure to be passed upon 
anybody, who is not present unless he has 
been warned to bé present. I have not 
warned him, as I did not think it was 
necessary, because his conduct could not be 
held as being negligence sufficiently to be 


culpable.” 


SPY SCARE IN

Insults were shouted at the police, and 
eventually mounted policemen. spurred 
their horses into the people, who dispersed 
and rushed down Hanover street, where 
they met a priest. ee 

There was a great shout, and the priest 
sought the protection of a policeman, who 
escorted him to a tramcar. The car was 
surrounded, and insults were shouted at 
the priest, but eventually the tramcar pro- 
ceeded, and he reached, the meeting. 

Then the demonstrators went to the 
Mound to hold an open-air meeting.

DEEUTY DILLON, in the Dail yester- 
day, welcomed the Spanish Trade 
Agreement Bill. with lively enthusiasm. 
He rubbed his hands together with 
lightning-like rapidity, and gave every

hour. The bill was attractively named, 


reminding: one pleasantly, if irrelevantly, 


of the “ Spanish Prisoner,” but not until . 
Deputy Muleahy had uttered his opening 

The 
one sentence, however, was quite enough. 
“This bill,” -said Deputy Mulcahy, “is 
designed to throw dust in the eyes of the 
farmers.” Here was something which 
evervone could understand, and the dozen 
deputies present settled themselves for a 
moving debate. 

The bill, in essence, gives certain super- 
visory powers to the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce ‘over the importation of 
Spanish wines; but it was discussed 
within. more generous limits. Deputy 
Mulcahy, indeed, was steadied by the 
Chair while talking about the duck popu- 
lation of the Irish Free State. On the 
whole, the Opposition had not one reason- 
ably gentle word to say for the agreement. 
Spain takes our eggs, and in return sends 
us fruit, vegetables and wine. This dis- 
posed once and for all of the myth of 
alternative markets, which were to bring 
about such staggering changes in the agri- 
cultural situation; for we give Spain £4, 
by the agreement, ‘and, in unusually 
fortunate circumstances, we receive £1 in 
return. We get the scourings of their 
orange trade, while they will take only 
our highest quality eggs. Great Britain 
consistently has bought every grade of 
ecg from us, and paid immediately at 
current. prices; but Spanish merchants, 
taking the best we have to offer, only pay 
at the direction of their Government. 
More often than not the Government re- 
fuses to release its currency. 


“THE ORANGE WRAPPER 

This was the basis of the Opposition 
complaint, but Deputy Mulcahy, in the 
course of his attack, made public one 
occurrence which put into the deepest 
shadow everything that had gone before. 
He held up a rectangle of white tissue 
paper, having in its centre some kind 
of crest. “ Spanish oranges received in 
Cork,” said Deputy Mulcahy, ' were 
packed in these wrappers. On the 
wrappers ‘appear the words: ‘lo the 
honour of the British Sovereign.” ‘There 
is also,” continued Deputy Mulcahy, “a 
portrait of Queen Victoria, and the date 
beneath is 1928.”

MANCHUKUO VIEW OF 
INCIDENT

HARBIN, Thursday, 


HE alleged bombing by two Soviet 
‘planes of Japanese - Manchukuo 
troops was to-day described by the Man- 
chukuo Foreign Office spokesman as 
‘tantamount to an act of war without a 
formal declaration.’’ 

Speaking at Hsinking, the Manchukuo 
capital, he said his Government took “ a 
most serious view of this incursion, and 
will take the most suitable and effective 
counter-measures,’’ 

Japanese reports state that a Japanese 
aeriat detachment at Tsitsihar has been 
ordered to stand by as a result of the 
clash. 

The spokesman’ was referring to the 
report from Hailar that two Soviet bomb- 
ing ‘planes had crossed the border during 
a fight between Mongols and Japanese and 
Manchukuo troops, and had dropped 
several bombs, 


ore « 


NOT MONGOL ‘PLANES 


The Japanese report is sitive that 
these were Soviet, not Mongol, aeroplanes. 
There were, however, no casualties. 

Hailar is a big railway town in North- 
West Manchukuo, about 70 miles from the 
Siberian border. 

High indignation is felt by the Japanese 
military command at Tsitsihar, about 200 
miles east of Hailar, along the railway, 
‘where a grave View is taken of the event, 

The alleged bombing took place during 
a sharp encounter at a village called 
Olohotka, when an Outer-Mongolian force, 
200 strong, with two guns and two 
machine-guns, is said to have crossed the 
border and attacked a combined force of 
Japanese and Manchukuo troops, Fighting 
continued for nine hours before the 
Mongols were forced to retreat. 


HEAVY CASUALTIES 


The casualties are reported to be heavy. 
The Japanese, it is stated, lost one lieu- 
tenant and seven men killed, and a captain 
and three soldiers wounded. Seven of the 
Manchukuo troops were wounded. They 
claim to have captured a gun, a machine- 
gun and eight tents. 

This is by far the worst of the numerous 
encounters between Oater Mongols and 
Japanese and Manchukuo troops that 
have occurred in the past two months 
along the disputed Manchukuo-Mongol 
frontier. 

Matters are made worse by the failure 
of the Japanese and Russians to come to 
any agreement as to the line of the 
frontier, particularly in the region of 
Lake Buir, which lies not far southward 
of the latest fight. : 

Mr. Ohashi, Deputy Foreign Minister 
of: Manchukuo, has just had a fruitless 
conference with Mr. Slavutsky, the Soviet 
Consul-General at Harbin, on the frontier 
question and the recent brawls between 
Outer Mongolia and Manchukuo.. The 
conference, which took place at Hsinking, 
lasted eight hours. 

‘‘It ended in a complete rupture,” ¢aid 
Mr. Ohashi afterwards. He is reported to 
have accused Russia of persistently 
manceuvring to disturb the peace and 
order of Manchukypo. 

WAR UNLIKELY 

A reassuring view is taken in London 
of the reports that two Soviet ’planes 
have bombed Japanese-Manchukuo troops. 
This view is based on two grounds :— 

(1) Reports from the Far East do not 
indicate any reason why the present clash 
should not be peacefully settled’ like 
other frontier clashes in the past; and 

(2) The present time is very unsuitable 
for warlike operations to begin in Mon- 
golia, as they would inevitably be cut 
short in April when the spring thaw sets 
in, making extensive movemcnts of troops 
extremely difficult. 


AN EVENING WITH

A big congregation in the Abbey street 
Methodist Church last night enjoyed a recital 
by the Epworth Choral Society of the 
Church Music of Palestrina, In the course 
of an interesting address, the musical director 
of the choir, Dr, Herbert G. Smith, told low 
Palestrina rescued church mugie from the 
abuses which had crept into it, and had re- 
duced it to such a state that the Council of 
Trent passed a resolution calling for its ie. 
form. The Pope at the time ordered eight 
Cardinals to consider what steps should te 
taken to secure this object, but before their 
counsels were completed Palestrina submitted 
three Masses, one of which, “ J/issa Papae 
Marcell,” written ingmemory of Pope Mar- 
cellus, ao ipteaned” Uh hew Pope that he 
selected it as the model for church music. 

Palestrina so excelled in -his polyphonic 
style of music that his name had been given 
to that school of music which he brought to 
a perfection never before or since attained. 


Unhappily soon, and for a long period after 
his death, his music was he há so but in 
recent years there had been a atrong re- 
action towards it in their iethediala, 
churches and choral societies. 

The difficulties attending its adequate ren- 
dering by. normal church choirs, especially 
in regard to its unaccompanied nature, were 
often great. No other music, however, gave 
such a useful training to a choir, and it was 
well worth all the trouble taken. 

The choir, which numbered seventy voices. 
sang a number of pieces, including excerpts 
from the * Marcellus"’ and other Masses. 
and motets, ingluding ‘‘ As the hart panteth,” 
‘By the waters of Babylon,” and ‘Lift up 
your heads ” In all, a dozen pieces were 
sung. all of which were set to English words 
by the conductor, Dr. Herbert G, Smith, 
which, it is worth mentiouing, have been 
accepted, and are in wide use in churches 
throughout England and this country, The 
performance. of the choir, considering that 
they, were singing in a somewhat unfamiliar 
medium, was quite commendable,

ADDIS ABABA, Thursday. 
N Italian column, which attacked the 
A Mount Jigo outpos 
the Webbe Shibeli and Warandab on 
the Fafan, on Tuesday night, was routed, 
after a long battle, according to a report from 
Harar. The Ethiopians, who are under the 
command of Fotorari Shefara, the Governor 
of Jijiga, fought through the night until 
dawn, when the Italian forces withdrew. 
A reliable eye-witness, who has just re 
turned from the northern front, gives a 


graphic description of conditions in the 
Tembien. 
‘*Every, day and all day,’’* he says, 


Ethiopian soldiers are going to the front. 


At least ten per cent. of the troops are 
women, dressed as men, mé rifles and 
ammunition. All are cheerful and well 


supplied with food, but ammunition is short 
no one having more than a hundred an 
fifty rounds : 

““A ceaseless stream of reinforcements in- 
dicates that the three Rases—Kassa, Seyoum 
and Imbu—contemplate a further offensive 
which will carry the Ethiopians to the 
Eritrean frontier, 

‘The moral of the Ethiopians is unshaken 
by daily Italian air raids, and the rifle and 
bayonet will win this war, ' 


DIGGING IN 

The Press Association Special Correspon- 
dent with the ltalian forces in the Makale 
sector telegraphs: — 

The ltalian forces in this sector are stea- 
dily digging themselves in for the rains, 
This does not mean that there will be no 
action until the beginning of next dry 
season, but that the gradual approach of the 
wet season will continue to dominate mili- 
tary activity. 

he Makale crescent, at a radius of about 
ten miles from the city of Makale, is not a 
line, but an immensely strong chain offorts. 
They are equipped with machine-guns, and, 
in most cases, with mountain guns, while the 
heavier guns are mostly in similar fortifica- 
tions a little way behind, They are thus 
armed for distant and close defence.

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THE REV. CHANCELLOR NEWPORT 
J. D. WHITE, D.D. 


The death of the Rev. Chancellor Newport 
John Davis White, D.., former Kegius 
Professor of Divinity in Dublin University, 
took place yesterday at his residence, 44 
Kenilworth square, Dublin. ‘he son of the 
Rev. Henry Vere White, M.A., Incumbent 
of Swift’r Alley Church, Dublin, the Kev, 
Newport White was born in 1860, and re- 
ceived his early education at Rathmines 
School, He entered ‘Trinity College in 188, 
and his keen and diligent pursuit of learning 
won for him two years later tha Vice- 


old medal for Latin. He was Senior 
Moderator in classics, and First Senior 
Moderator, with large gold medal, in 


modern literatuge the following year, when he 
also won the Brooke prize for classics and 
the be ig studentship prize. In 1884 he 
passed first for the Divinity Testimonium, 
securing the second Biblical Greek prize and 
the Church Formularies’ prize: and in 1885 
he was first in the Theological Exhibition, 
and took his degree of M.A. In the same 
year he was appointed curate of Bowden, 
(Cheshire, where w remained for two years, 
having, before he went to Bt, John’s, 
Birkenhead, in 1888, become a priest and a 
Bachelor of Divinity. He remained in Birken- 


head until 1890, and was a private 
leacheP of Theology from that time 
‘until ; 9887, when he was. appdinted 


assistant to the Professors of Divinity in 
the University of Dublin, Here he held 
numerous. offices.. He was assistant Lecturer 
in Hebrew from 1897; Lecturer on the Bible 
from 1898 to 1915; Professor of Biblical Greek 
from 1906 to 1916; Deputy for the Regius 
Professor of Divinity from 1907 to 1916, and 
Archbishop King’s Professor of Divinity from 
1916. He was chaplain to the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland from 1913 to 1921, and Librarian of 
Archbishop Marsh's Library from 1898 to 
1930 

Divinity in 1904, and was appointed Pre. 
bendary of Clonmethan and a Canon of St, 
Patrick's Cathedral in 1906. Since 1911 he 
had heen a member of the General Synod of 
the Church of Ireland, and he took a very 
active interest in the proceedings of that body, 


the many suggestions in connection with the 
much-discussed revision of the Book of 
Common Prayer, and his views on that and 
other subjects relating to the. Church were 
considered, by clergy and laity alike, to be very 
valuable contributions to the debate on the 
subjects under review. In 1906 Dr. White 
was elected a member of the Royal Irish 
Academy, He attended the meetings of that 
body with regularity and entered actively 
into its. researches. From 1911 to 1913 he 
was & Commissioner of Auckland. He was 
made Chancellor of St. Patcick’s Cathedral 
in 1930, and in the same year he was 
appointed Regius Professor of Divinity in 
Dublin University, from which post he re- 
tired last vear. “He married’ Miss Ethel 
Catherine Kirkpatrick, daughter of the Dev. 
George Kirkpatrick, M.A., Rector of 
Castlepollard, Westmeath, and had one son 
and three daughters. | 

_A prolific writer on theological subjects, 
Canon ig er White was a contributor to 
Hastings’ Dictionary of the Bible and to 
Hastings’ Dictionary of Christ and the 
Gospels, his article, '‘ Gospels,"’ appearing in 
the latter. He was joint author of ‘' The 
Psalms of Israel "’ (1904). He was editor of 
the ‘‘ Latin Writings of St. Patrick ’’ (1905), 
and of Dr. Salmon’s posthumous “Human 
Element in the.Gospels “” (1907), Other works 
from his pen are “' Elias Bouhéreau of La Roch- 
elle’’ ; Proceedings, R.I.A., 1908; Commentary 
of the Pastoral Epistles in Expositor’s Greek 
Testament; St, Patrick: His Life and 
Writings, 1920; various articles in the 
Expositor, Hermathenu, Guardian, and East 
and West.’ “John Henry Newman” (English 
Theologians), 1925; An Account of 
bishop Marsh’s Library, 1926; “ Four Good 
Men,” 1927, and ‘‘John Henry Bernard: a 
Short Memoir,’’ 1928, His latest publication 
was, ‘Some Recollections of Trinity College, 
Dublin,' which appeared last year. ,

The Lecturer proceeded to deal with certain 
phages, taking first the struggle between vor 
Church aud business men. a struggle jn which 
the Church men made a stout defence of 
Heaven against Mammon, poling out that 
business men were imperilling their souls, 
especially in the ‘practice of usury. The reply 
of the money-lenders was indicated by one 
writer, who said that '' even if they should 
summon all the minions of Hell against us 
they shall not prevail; for how can we make 
our fortunes unless we lend money at 
interest." But the Church was waging a 
fight hopeless from the outset, and was um. 
willing to adjust itself to the problems of the 
new world, : 


VOLTAIRE 


Alluding. to Voltaire, he said that 
they had an insight into. Voltaire a 
mind in personal - correspol- 


his huge 

dence The. 30,000 letters he wrote 
were the real source of his influence on the 
intellectual mind of Europe. Voltaire ob- 
jected to widespread education, and held that 
edteation of the worker and Jabourer was 
dangerous, Jt would make the workers think, 
and when that happened it meant an end 
to everything for the property-holders. 

As to religion, he thought that it was not 
necessary for people like himself or other 
employers, but was all right for his tailor, 
or valet or servants, as by keeping the fear 
of hell before them his. property would ie 
safe. Equality was impossible, because the 
labourers and artisans were to be cut down 
to the bare necessities if they were_to keep 
on working. He advocated police, because 
without them those who .were comfortably, 
off would have their throats cut in their 
sleep. The attitude on France was that the 
State was an organisation ordered in the 
interests of those who had won their way 
to success. 


CONTEMPORARY ENGLAND 


Turning from France of the eighteenth 
century to contemporary ‘England, he took 
Adam Smith, Edmund Burke," and. .Jewmy 
Bentham as representing: what}saciety stood 
for. 
the supreme coercive power to, protect .t 
se lle of the rich cont TB by the 
poor, Edmund Burke held ‘at. the business 
of the State was to realise’ that the less it 
interfered as between master and man the 
better would be the well-being of the com- 
munity. Jeremy Bentham, who ‘represented 
so superbly the mind ot the business man of 
the period, wrote a defence of usury! Every 
man was the best judge of his own interests: 
Bentham was able to find the réal rehgion 
by which England was moved, in the 
eighteenth century—the religion of philo- 
sovhical radicalism. 

The lecturer traced the development of the 
revelution in France, and showed that there, 
tod, the common man was excluded. In the 
Nanoleonic code, for instance, with over 200 
articles, only seven dealt with the rights cf 
labourers, including domestic servants. 

Liberal philosophy, however, as it became 
in the eighteenth century, and up to its final 
triumph, when it ruled the world up to 1914, 
did represent a great advance upon anything 
that had gone before. 

As to why that liberalism, which took the 
whole world into its empire before 1914, 
suffered such a rapid and widespread eclipse 
in the post-war years, the lecturer said that 
the answer would be found in the view that 
men were prepared to be tolerant, to be 
genercus, to be just, when their own funda- 
mental interests were not called into ques- 
tion. 


RATIONALISM 


When the things they held most dear were 
insecure, then out of insecuritv there came 
fear, and out of fear panic, and then in the 
midst of panic, rationalism which was the 
soul of liberalism owas unable to control 
the minds of men. So long as civilisation 
was confident of itself, so long the liberal 
creed was the philosophy of emancipation, 
but when civilisation became doubtful of its 
foundations, when it suffered economic con- 
traction, then liberalism behaved precisely 
as the Church when challenged in the 
sixteenth century. . 

They were living to-day in an age as 
critical as the age of the Reformation. Their 
values to-day had been called into question as 


those of the sixteenth century were called 


into question. Their new class had lost con- 
fidence in themselves, as the Government of 
the sixteenth century had lost confidence in 
themselves, Was it possible, he asked, with 


| four centuries of accumulated experience, with 


the mechanism of a social order more power- 
ful than at any previous period—was it pos- 
sible for them while they still had time to 
pause? They had an opportunity to be gene- 
rous; but let them: remember that no genera- 
tion was capable of generosity unless and 
until they could talk in ‘terms of social 
justice.

"TH was learned in Southampton yester- 

day that the liner Homeric, now laid up 
off Ryde, Isle of Wight, ig to offered 
for sale to be broken up. It will be 
visited next Wednesday by. Taprenenyat ee 
of several shipbreaking fitms who Aare 
interested in buying her to scrap. 

The Homeric will be the seventh “vessel 
of the Cunard-White Star ficet to be sold 
for breaking up since the merger took 
place. The six other liners are Adriatic, 
Albertic, Calgaric, Mauretania, Olympic 
and Doric. These seven vessels total 
nearly -a quarter of a million tons. 

The Homeric, 34,350 tons, was laid up 
at the end of her cruising schedule last 
year. i 

The Majestic, 56,599 tons, sailed to-day 
on what may be her last round vovage in 
the North Atlantic trade. She is not in- 
cluded in any sailing schedule after her 
present voyage. What the future holds - 
for her is not known at present. The 
Majestic, ‘the largest liner in the world 
until the Normandie was built, was laid 
down by the Hamburg-America Line 
shortly before the War and was originally 
the Bismarck. Although launched in 
1914, she was not finished until some time 
after peace was declared, ahd she never 
sailed under the German flag, for sho 
was taken over by the White, Star Line 
after the War. | 

The Homeric, the largest. ernising 
vessel afloat, was transferred to holiday 
cruising after several years on the, North 
Atlantic service. She was taken ‘out of 
active service on the conclusion of her 
last series of pleasure cruises, in which 
she had been engaged since she lost her 
Ei in the express service to New York.

appeared in the cruising - programme of 
the Cunard-White Star Line for 1936, but 
a few months ago it was suggested, un- 
officially, that the vessél might be broken 
oP on the completion of the Queen ‘Mary.

At a meeting of the Council of the Royal 
Dublin Society, which was held in the Coun- 
cil Chamber, Ballsbridge, the President, Mr. 
Harry Franks, presiding, the Council ap- 
proved with pleasure of the report of Mr. 
G. H. Tulloch, the Society’s auditor, on the 
statement of accounts and expenditure for 
the year just ended which were so satisfac- 
tory. 

The budget for 1936, prepared by the 
various committees concerned, was presented 
by the director, who reported that the com- 
mittees in all cases were determined that the 
work of the Society should be maintained 
in a manner fully equal to previous years. 
The budget was adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Justice Wylie proposed that a by-law, 
similar to one which had been in operation 
for more than a century of the Society’s 
history, should be re-enacted as follows : - 
“The Society’s premises must not be used 
for any purpose unconnected with the 


Pa gd work, and shall at all times he 


nder the control and management of the 
Society.” 

He referred to the great extension of the 
Society’s work in all sections, which necessi- 
tated this procedure. 

Mr. John Leonard seconded. the proposal, 
which was agreed to unanimously. 

Professor Paul Murphy brought forward a 
recommendation of the Committee of Science 


Boyle Medal, which was instituted in 1899, 
for pe re work in the different branches 
of science, be awarded to Dr. H. H. Poole. 
Dr. Murphy referred to the manner in 
which Dr. Poole had persevered in his en- 
deavour to further the interests of science. 
having presented since 1910 no less than 49 
papers of unusual value, which fully justified 
the desire of the Committee. 

Sir Edward Coey Bigger, in seconding the 
proposal, referred to.the exveptional character 


of Dr. Poole’s services to the Society's 


Radium Institute, which had benefited con- 


siderably by his work in this direction. 


The President announced that the recom- 
mendation of the Committee met with the 


unanimous approval of the Council, and it 


was thereupon agreed that, if at all possible, 


the President should present this medal at 


the opening of the Scientific and Technical 


Exhibition, to be held at Ballsbridge on 


Thursday, March 26 next.

OVING the second stage of the 
National Health Insurance and 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions 

Bill, 1935, in the Dail yesterday, 

Mr, SEAN T. O’KELLY (Minister for 
Local Government and Pablic Health) said 
that the powers under existing legislation 
did not. permit of reciprocal arrangements 
being amended so as to make the residence 
of seamen the test as far as health insurance 
was concerned. The proposed amendment 
of Section 17 of the 1 Act was designed 
to enable such revised arrangements to be 
made with Great Britain if it were con- 
sidered desirable and equitable to do so. 
The Government believed that the problem 
of the insured person’s representation on the 
Committee of Management could be solved 
by giving to Labour the right to nominate 
three insured persons to be members of the 
committee, and by adopting what might be 
described as the delegate system of election 
for the remaining members’ representatives. 
Accordingly, the proposed new Committee 
of fifteen members would -be comprised as 
follows:—A chairman, to be appointed by 
the Minister; three trustees for the time 
being, appointed by the Minister; three 
members representative of employers of in- 
sured persons, appointed by the Minister; 
three members to be nominated by the 
National Executive, Irish Trade Union 
Congress, and five members to be elected, 
in a manner to be prescribed, by delegates 
county and county 
borough Councils. 

It was proposed in the bill to make health 
insurance compulsory in future for. all 
soldiers who enlisted for long service, or who 
re-entered the armed forces for long 
service. It was not proposed to insure as 
soldiers men enlisted for short periods 
unless they were already insured persons. 
These proposals would have the effect of 
bringing all long service soldiers within the 
scope of the Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions 
Act as from January 6 last. On discharge 
from the ‘armed forces or transfer to the 
Reserve, a soldier would be treated as an 
ordinary employed contributor, 

Mr. MORRISSEY (U.I., Tipperary) said 
said the members were not going to have an 
open choice as to who was going to represent 
them on.the Committee of Management. The 
propsal in the bill was that an Electoral 
Council was to be established by the County 
Councils and the County Borough Councils, 
but a number of County Borough Councils 
would have no voice in the matter, because 
in another sub-section it was laid down that 
unless there were 2,500 insured _ persons 
within a functional area they would not be 
entitled to elect anybody to an Electoral 
Council. Therefore the election would fall 
back largely on the County Councils, and 
many members of ‘the County Councils were 
known to be definitely prejudiced against 
insurance. 


UNFAIR TO WORKERS 


Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said 
it was rather strange that within two years 
of the introduction of the National Health 
Insurance Act, 1933, the Minister came to 
the House and asked for new legislation de- 
signed to scrap the scheme of election in 
connection with that Act, although no trial 
whatever had been given to the theories asso- 
ciated with the Act. It seemed to indicate 
that the system of election was not given 
consideration under the 1933 Act, and any- 
thing at all was put into the Act, possibly in 
order to get unification through the House. 
He did not deny that the method conceived 
then was difficult and cumbersome. But now 
the right of election was being taken out of 
the hands of the insured people and handed 
over to other bodies. Under the 1933 Act 
insured persons had mine representatives, 
eniployers had three, and the trustees brought 
the number to fifteen. That proportion was 
now to be reduced to eight and seven, with 
a chairman appointed by the Minister and 
exercising the right of a casting vote. It 
was altogether unfair to the workers. The 
chairman would simply be a Minister’s ‘‘yes, 
yes” man, and would do what the Minister 
told him to do. 

It ought to be possible to get the National 
Executive of the Trades Unioin Council to 
co-operate wit’) the Minister tc ensure that 
those who would represent the workers would 
be fit to represent: them. and would be drawn 
from the different parts of the country. 

Dr. ROWLETTE (Ind., Dublin Univ.) 
said that the Minister had brought in two 
amending bills in regard to national health 
insurance, but he had not included a pro- 
vision to which he himself was committed— 


the introduction of some reference to health } 


or the dealing with health problems. The 
national health legislation up to the present 
had practically no relation to health, except 
in the provision of payments in the event 
of sickness. 


OPEN TO SUGGESTION 


Mr. O’KELLY, the Minister, replying, said 
that he was ae criticism for not going 
more thoroughly into the scheme of 1933 in 
regard to the method of election to the 
Committee of Management. He had gone into 
the question, and had discovered that the 
State and the employers had contributed 60 
per cent. of the cost of national health, while 
the workers contributed 40 per cent, ; and he 
had considered that it was not a fair represen- 
tation to have the whole scheme controlled 
by. those who paid the lesser proportion of 
the cost. The system of election to the 
County Councils is on the most democratic 
suffrage, and it would surprise him if the 
workers were not able to elect sufficient re- 
presentatives to the Committee, 

‘As far as I am concerned,” he said, “I 
think that there will be fair play to all 
parties—the State, the employer and the 
worker.”’ 

The initiative was not taken out of the 
hands of the workers, because the trade 
unions could make representations to the local 
Councils that could arrange who would re- 
present the workers. 

In view of the State contribution, it was 
not unreasonable that the State should have 
the power to appoint a chairman. It was. 
possible that the chairman could be an 
employe. 

The Minister added. that he was open to 
suggestions from all parties as to the appoint- 
ment of the chairman. 

The second reading was agreed to. 


IMPORTED SEEDS

MINISTER'S POWER OF 


PROHIBLTION 
————- 


Dr. RYAN, moving the second reading of 
the Agricultural Seeds Bill, 1935, said that 
the bill enabled the Minister to prohibit the 
importation of seed to ensure that only 
strains of approved varieties—varieties suited 
to this country—would be allowed in. The 
bill provided, however, for the free importa- 
tion of samples, but any seed imported must 
contain only a very small percentage ol 
noxious weeds seeds. 

Another section dealt with the problem of 
packet seeds. There appeared to be some 
abuse in the sale of packet seeds by some 
traders, who held over these seeds to the 
year following that in which they were issued. 
If they arrived at the stage where they would 
be able to produce their own seeds—if their 
present experiments proved  successful— 
another section, which would be more im- 
portant in the future, provided that no 
flowering crops would be grown in the 
vicinity of seed crops, such as those of 
turnip and beet. 

Mr. J. M. DILLON (U.1., Donegal) said 
that the Minister should tell them what par- 
ticular seeds he had in mind—agriculture, 
horticulture, cr tubers. The bill was going 
to create a privileged class of seed importers. 
All distributors of agricultural seeds should 
be licensed. Seeds sold by unlicensed dealers 
should be contained in packages which were 
sealed by the seal of a licensed dealer, : He 
suggested that seed oats should be put up in 
sealed bags. 

He did not think that the Minister should 
interfere with the business carried on by the 
farmers in the markets. 


HOME RAISED SEED 
Mr. P. BELTON (Ind., Co. Dublin) said 


that he was a firm believer in the raising of 
seed in this country. He believed in ac- 
climatised seed, and quoted an experiment of 
his own in Savoy cabbages, where the pro- 
duct of the best English seed had only fetched 
15s a load, as against £5 a load paid for 
cabbage produced from acclimatised seed 
here. ' 

The handling of seed, he said, was a 
specialised trade, and should not be allowed 
to go out of the hands of the specialist. 

He had no delusions about beet. If they 
had normal conditions the Minister would 
find it very difficult to get the raw materials 
for the factories. If the Minister could raise 
the sugar content up to 25 per cent, by 
scientific breeding. it would be s commercial 
proposition. 


SEEDS IN PACKETS 


Dr. RYAN, Minister fot Agriculture, said 
they did not encourage the sale of seeds in 
packets, and it was not proposed under the 
Act to deal with bulbs, roots, etc. Better 
invoicing of seeds would assist the farmer, 
and they hoped under the bill to be able 
to deal with inferior grass seeds. The Depart- 
ment had frequently considered the question 
of compulsory spraying of potatoes, but it 
was found that the proposition was im- 
practicable, Experiments with beet showed 
they could produce a good .beet seed in this 
country, but it would take many years to 
secure improvement and develop the varieties. 
Seed cleaning, as mentioned in the bill, 
applied only to grass seeds and clover, Qats 
and cereals were best dealt with by regula- 
tion. They had not approached the seed 
merchants, and did not propose to limit the 
freedom that at present existed. It was 
intended, as far as possible, to prevent the 
importation of inferior seed. , 

The second stage was passed.

IN AMERICA

MR. GOLDEN'S LECTURE 


a. 


‘Art and Education jn the United States 
of America ” was the title of a lecture which 
was given by Mr. James Golden, Assistant 
Master of the Metropolitan School of Art, 
at’ last night’s meeting in Dublin of the 
Academy of Christian Art. i 

The lecturer expressed regret that this 
country did not afford facilities like those 
available in America for the study of art. 
He outlined the efforts which were made in 
America to co-relate drawing, painting, con- 
structive and decorative design with scientific 
and industrial work, and with the interpre- 
tation of forms and appearances pictorially 
and decoratively. i : 

With the development of art instruction 
along lines of progress already continuous in 
America, there followed, he said, a clearer 
understanding in regard to what art Instruc- 
tion should accomplish as part of general edu- 
cation with a consequent improvement in 
methods of teaching, especially in primary and 
secondary schools, and a better knowledge 
of the social and industrial values of advanced 
art training for those with special aptitude. 

Among changes due to war and post-war 
conditions dealt with by the lecturer was a 
new valuation of the effects of art in shap- 
ing public opinion, in stimulating patriotic 
activities, and in improving those attitudes 
of mind which might be included under the 
term ‘‘morale.”’ He indicated a revision of 
methods in the teaching of drawing, especially 
in connection with constructive work. This 
revision, he pointed out, arose in the first 
instance as a result of experience in the train- 
ing of ex-soldiers for industry, — . 
Tt was the view of educationalists in 
America that, as a commercial revival was 
taking place, the country would require more 
skilled designs in every department of indus- 
try, and they held that the preliminary train- 
ing should be provided in the primary, voca- 
tional and secondary schools, in order to 
direct special talent in the desired direction. 

Mr. in read statements of various 
distinguished Americans In which they said: 
“The primary purpose of our art is to relate 
it to the entire life of our children and their 
occupations,”’ and that there was “ an attempt 
to adapt instruction to the requirements of 


local industries.”’

In a short talk over the wireless, 
Mr. Harold R. White paid tribute to the 
great work which Esposito did in foundin 
in the Royal Irish Academy of Music a schoo 
of pianoforte playing which was not sur- 
passed anywhere in Great Britain or 
Treland—a school whose pupils had won dis- 
tinction the world over. 

Dr. Larchet, himself a graduate of that 
same school—who, by the way, has a number 
of excellent compositions to his credit— 
revealed his mastery of orchestral possibilities 
in the very artistic manner in which he took 
his players through the intricacies of 
Esposito’s Symphony. The work itself is 
distinctly Irish in its atmosphere, built u 
in its four movements on folk tunes an 
dances racy of the soil. Dr. Larchet brought 
out the different theme melodies with delight- 
ful artistry, and it was a rare pleasure to 
follow his lead as he carried them through 
the various instruments. There were, for 
example, the exquisite use of the cor Anglais 
in the opening movement, the rich, tonal 
quality of those opening chords! in the third 
movement, and the treatment of the lament, 
followed by the vigorous. finalé, It was 
a splendid piece of reading on the part of the 
conductor, and a most creditable performance 
on the part of the players.

perial Guard. Sayings of note attributed to 
other conquerors have been withdrawa from 
currency in recent years, and now Lord 
Zetland questions Sir Charles Napier’s title 
to ' Peccavi.’” It was in 1843 that Napier 
won the battle of Hyderabad, thus conquer- 
ing Sind, and legend tells us that his victory 
was announced in the one word, ‘ Peccavi,”’ 
The legend has done duty and survived till 
now. The Secretary of State for India, 
however, seems to be at once the friend of 
fact and the sworn enemy of legend. He has 
traced '' Peccavi”’ to its lair and scotched, if 
not quite killed, it. 

Last night he told the House of Lords of 
his success with something like becoming 
pride. '' It (the ‘ Peccavi’ legend) is a good 
story, ” he said, ‘‘and it will be found 
In .more than one history of repute. 
It is always against one’s inclinations 
to spoil a good story, but I am 
bound to say, in the interests of historical 
accuracy, that my investigation into the 
matter seems to show that no foundation in 
fact for the story exists. I have been told 
by men of an older generation that it is very 
unlikely that Sir Charles Napier had even as 
much knowledge of Latin as to enable him to 
send a despatch of even one word in that 
language. '” 

When their lordships had ceased from 
laughing at Napier’s ignorance of Latin. 
Lord Zetland added that the story probably 
had its origig in a paragraph in Punch in 
1845. He had failed, at any rate, to trace 
it back any farther. 

Jt seems almost cruel to deprive the con- 
queror of Sind of the sole Latin missile 
weapon in his armoury. One trembles for 
the fame of that great, Englishman who put 
the Spanish fleet to flight and thereupon sent 
home the message at once terse and eloquent: 
““Cantharides,'” and what of Nelson of Tra- 
falgar? Some legend-hunting ghoul this very 
moment may be disinterring from the records 
of the past conclusive proof that Nelson 
never signalled; ‘‘ England expects that every 
man will do his duty.”

He presided at a conference of his clergy 
at Cologne, at which the arrests were dis- 
cussed. 


OFFICIAL SYMPATHY 


According to one report given to Reuter, 
Nazi officials have been considerably 
hampered in their supervision of the Catholics 
by the fact trat even official employés are 
not always free from “the suspicion of 
sympathising with the Catholics. One in- 
formant alleged that the searching of 
Catholic premises in the Rhineland had 
revealed a complete file . of ‘secret ”’ 
official documents which had been con- 
scientiously copied out for Catholic quarters 
by a sympathiser in Government employ. 

Sentence of one year’s imprisonment has 
been passed by a court at Frankfort-on- 
Main on a Catholic priest, a German citizen 
named Albert Immel, aged 31, who last year 
acted as diplomatic courier for the Holy See.

THE SAUNA 


Said our host: ‘We are not only coin? 
to show you the “Sauna.”.which is the onlv 
one of its kind in Germany. No. indeed. You 
must all experience the delightful sensation 
of a genuine Finnish steam bath for your. 
selves, We have invited you here so that 
you might have the opportunity of enjoving 
this unique bath and its beneficial effect 
on your own bodies.’”’ And so, after a 
further stroll through the village, where 
thousands of industrious hands are busy with 
the completion of the houses, we came to the 
quiet little artificial lake, on whose shore 
a block-house of pine had been erected. 
This, then, was. the ‘‘ Sauna.” Full of 
expectation we entered the door. 


A FINNISH INSTITUTION 


The ‘Sauna "’ is a Finnish institution, and 
consists of a steam bath, considered indispens- 
able to the Finnish sportsman. The bath- 
house is built entirely of pine wood, the 
interior as. well as the exterior. The ceiling 
is of barked pine, and slopes upward. ‘The 
steam-room proper contains a raised platform 
of pine, reached by a flight of steps, by 
means of which bathers may gradually ascend 
to the zone of greatest heat, which is about 
60 degrees Celsius (140 deg. Fahrenheit). 
The ' Sauna ” furnace, from which the steam 
issues, has an iron casing, within which 1s 
a fire-bed of masonry with a grate. Above 
this grate, blocks of granite are piled, which 
have been quarried from localities where they 
have lain under water for centuries. These 
granite blocks are heated to white heat over 
a pine wood fite, and then sprinkled with 
wate., which quickly turns to steam and 
rushes out of the furnace boiling hot into 
the bathers’ steam-room, filling the same com- 
pletely. If one remains for half an how 
on the upper platform one sweats so pro- 
fusely that one almost. melts away entirely. 

One asks: '' How about the effect on the 
heart?” Strangely enough, these baths have 
no deleterious or weakening effect on the 
heart whatsoever. Furthermore, they do not 
cause fatigue. Although one. inhales_ the 
steam, as one must, the inhalation, with its 
strong flavour of pine-needles, seems to in- 
vigorate rather than to weaken the system. 
After the steam comes a cold plunge in the 
waters of the lake. Think of the sudden 
change from 60 (140) degrees to 7 (44) 


degrees. 
JOYS OF STEAMING 


Such are the delights of the ‘‘Sauna”’ 
bath! But one is told that a plunge in the 
lake is not necessary if one prefers a cool 
shower after the hot-room. Yet, generally 
speaking, one does not notice the great 
difference in temperature as much as one 
would suppose, and that again is one of the 
peculiar things about the “ Sauna’’ baths. 
The Finns attribute much of their athletic 
success to these baths, and no Finn is 
without one. First he builds his ‘‘ Sauna,”’ 
and then his house. 

It must not be omitted to mention that 
after a thorough rub-down and a _ consider- 
able time in the warm dressing-rooms, one 
goes out again into the open air “feeling 
like a two-year-old.” 

The construction of the “‘Sauna’’ in the 
Olympic. Village was arranged for at the 
special request of the Finnish Olympic teams, 
but one thing seems to be certain—the 
“-Sauna " will very soon become the common 
property of all the residents of the ‘‘ village,” 
including the German athletes, who recognise 
in it a splendid aid in training. 

Up to a certain point the “Sauna” can 
be described, but no one can form a proper 
opinion of it, unless he takes one of these 
wonderful baths, the boiling hot steam, the 
sweat, the cold plunge, in short must be 
personally tried in order to be appreciated. 


DOUBLE MURDER 
CHARGE 
HOME OFFICE ANALYST’S 
EVIDENCE 


Dr. Roche Lynch, Home Office Analyst, 
said, at Nottingham yesterday, that he had 
formed the opinion that Mrs. or on 
from poisoning by morphine or heroin, or 
both. The morphia would probably be taken 
six to twelve hours before death. 

Dr. Lynch was giving evidence at the 
resumed hearing of the double murder charge 
against Nurse Waddingham (34) and Ronald 
Joseph Sullivan (41). The couple are accused 
of murdering Mrs, Louisa Baguley, an 
vears old woman, and her 50 years old 
daughter, Miss Ada Louisa Baguley. 

Dr. Lynch said that his examination of 
the organs of Mrs. Baguley, which was made 
four or five months after death, showed a 
condition of pseudo-morphine, which, in his 
view, indicated that she must have received 
a quantity of morphia or heroin ‘ consider- 
ably in excess of a medicinal dose.”’ 

The Chairman of the Bench, in answer to 
a suggestion by the defence that Dr, Jacobs, 
who had attended the two women, should be 
called, said that the magistrates were strongly 
of opinion that all relevant evidence available 
should be placed before them. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day. 
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“LIST INCREASING 
BADLY” 
BRITISH STEAMER’S 8.0.8,

SEATTLE, Thursday. 


The British steamer Trelissick, a vesse! 
of 5,000 t.ns registered at St. Ives, is in 
distress 244 miles off the mouth of the 
Columbia River. She has sent out an 
S.O.8. asking for immediate assistance. 

Her message says: ‘‘Shipping water 
badly forward; heavy cargo of logs; try- 
ing to reach Columbia River, making four 
knots.'' 

The Trelissick, which has a crew of 37, 
is on her way to Sydney from Vancouver. 
A second 8.0.8, said: “ Listing 21 
degrees and rolling heavily.” Shortly 
afterwards came a third: “' List increas- 
ing badly. Can you send assistance 
immediately for towing or standing by ?”’ 

No vessels are reported in the Trelissick’s 
vicinity, but the coastguard cutter Onon- 
daga is hurrying at top s to the rescue 
from Astoria, Oregon. She cannot, how- 
ever, reach the position given until eight 
o'clock (Greenwich time)’ to-morrow. ;
